MR. RODNEY GILBERT. DISCOUNT.

Ever since the. Japanese were able-to

During the past few weeks, however,

It it? confessedly a scheme to 
divert (Chang Tso Lin’s attention. ‘and, 
during the pest ten days, has had some- 
thing. of that effect. It is known now, 
however," through reliable comthunica- 
tions from Harbin that orders have come 
from Moscow to the Far East to put an 
end to this propaganda and to menacing 
movements of troops, for the.time being, 
in view of the recent understanding with 
Japan, so that Japan may not be sus- 
picious of Russia’s good faith. Nothing 
more is to be done until General: Lase- 
vitch, new Russian Vice-Director, of the 
C.E.R. assumes’ office.” This, it.may be 
remarked in passing,-is the only reliahle 
corroboration of ,the existence of the 
much quoted Soviet-Jnpanese agreement.
